8,"providing a second scheduling method which may precede the first scheduling method depending on the queue identifier, wherein the 
connection parameters which are representative of upper transmission rates of the data packets are limited during the transmission 
process." The applicant restated this difference in a phone conversation on 10/22/2002. The applicant agreed that both the application 
and the combination of the applicants admitted prior art and Hayter teaches in claim 7 providing a first scheduling method, a queue 
identifier, and a second scheduling method. The applicant agreed that Hayter taught bypassing one of the schedulers (Hayter: col. 3 line 
51 - col. 4 line 2). However, the applicant argued that the application teaches bypassing the sustainable rate scheduler while Hayter 
teaches bypassing the peak rate scheduler. However, Hayter states that the example provided is just one of several possibilities 
encompassed by the scope of the invention. As stated by Hayter, col. 4 lines 6-1 5, "ft will be readily appreciated that there are various 
ways of implementing the control of the sustainable cell rate calendar and the peak cell rate calendar which fall within the scope of the 
present invention. The present invention is subject to many variations, modifications and changes in detail. It is intended that all matter 
described throughout the specification and shown in the accompanying drawings be considered illustrative only". 
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
